THE .YOUNG SHOULD WORK 


Those who have heard Prime Minister Bennett speaking 
over the radio have noted with interest that he plans to 
bring in some form of unentployment insurance'in the com 
itng session. He has been most unequivocal in his remarks 
ort the need for some better form of handling unemploy¬ 
ment relief than now prevails. His. own words in discuss¬ 
ing this matter were “The dole is a rotten thing.” 

- Nothing will be- followed'- with’ more eager attention 
than the plan for unemployment insurance. Any scheme 
which beco/nes effective will ’ have to recognize those 
thousands upon thousands of young people . tyho have 
never yet been definitely Employed*^md who for this rea¬ 
son would be unable • to come under any contributory 
scheme. ' 

It is to be hoped that the plan advanced by Mr. George 
Coote ittlhe way of a pension system, will be amongst 
those considered when the time Comes. Mr. Cooke’s sug¬ 
gestion is for a 'nation-wide pension at the age of’55 <,r 60 
years, administered equitably amongst all.- This retire¬ 
ment age would remove many annually from the wage 
earning classes, and thus^ make rooirrfur the youth of the 
country. Mr. Bennett also suggested shorter work-day 
schedules as a means of absorbing more workers. 

"Whatever scheme may be adopted, it is most important 
that due regard be paid to the young people. Already four 
_years or more have passed without any attempt to abs-orb 
youth permanently in wage earning fields. New crops are

The city of Montreal is - so burdened with debt that its 
bankers have taken fright, and are “cracking down” as 
General Johnson put it, on the City Council. A fe\y years 
ago, the provincial government tried to check the city ad¬ 
ministration, but with small success. For many years the 
city has been extravagantly governed, but the .Montreal 
Gazette points out that .of the total- asses* * 1 valuation 
one-third is'exempt from taxation. The exempted proper¬ 
ty is'owned by federal and provincial governments and by 
religious and charitable institutions. Mayor Ifande is try¬ 
ing to. acjjust the‘fi nancial situation by a small reduction 
in expenditure aiufSp large increase' ip taxation, but the 
Gazette says the taxation- is so high already that it is 
driving^industry elsewhere and 'advocates instead the 
abolition of some of those exemptions. 


FARMERS AND PACKERS 


According to the Bracebridge “Gazette; the farmers of 
Ontario are greatly disturbed over the price of Cattle. 
Their situation is expressed a> follows; 

“According to last week’s quotations, prices for cat,tle 
ranged from $1 a hundred pounds to $5.25, the latter be¬ 
ing the top price for-‘choice butcher steers, heavy.’ ‘Good 
butcher cows’ were $2. Thus a farmer who has a ‘good 
butcher cow’ weighing 800 pounds would get $16 for her. 
Out of that he pays freight and many other charges. 
‘Good steers.hnd heifers’ were quoted from .$,>.75 to $4. 
Practically no.‘choice butcher steers, heavy,’ are ever sold 
except for export or to high-class hotels and dining CST? 
where a helping of steak costs from $1.25 up, or ^bout $3 
a pound, served. . _ 

“They tell me it works out someway like this. A packing 
house has its various departments which buy and sell to 
others of its departments and each department must show 
a profit. Thus the buying department ’.-sends a man to the 
stockyards and he buys, say, 10,000 pounds of cattle.for 
$300. That department sells the cattle to the killing de¬ 
partment at a profit_pf, say, a cent a pound. The kiiling 
department must'^how a profit, and therefore the cutting 
departnTCTrt'"'p‘ays ) says, $500 for the original $3i>0 invest¬ 
ment. This goes on through various other departments 
until the price paid by the selling department readies, say 
$700. The selling department must*"show a profit and 
therefore the prices-of the various parts of the animals to¬ 
tal, say, $800. Thus the original cost of $300 becomes $800
